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The I" a Elkctioxs.— Paris has again testified 
against the mode in which Louis Napoleon persists 
in governing France. In the three new elections 
the opposition candidates have had triumphant ma- 
jorities. 'A comparison of the figures," says the 
London Times, "will show how strenuous and de- 
termined the struggle was on either side. This is 
the first considerable check which the authority of 
the French Emperor has received, and yet its sig- 
nificance will l>e considerably exaggerated. As a 
dgflnstration it might be of great importance if 
t Js*sal brunt of the little were to be encountered 
on the floor of the Chamlier; but the Emperor is 
well aware that his power is not based upon that 
foundation. A parliamentary majority to him is 
the laurel wreath round the sword; it is not the 
eword itself. The army and the peasant proprietors 
are the real safe-guards of his power and the guar- 
dians of his throne." The Emperor probably 
knows that, if he rely on this basis of his strength, 
his tenure of power is likely to be brief. A writer 
in the Westminster Review says: 

The French army is of the same flesh and blood as the 
people, and should it be tempted to aim at an indei>en- 
dent position of its own, and for a time be even able to 
acquire it, it would yet be unable to maintain it. A itr- 
tonan guard requires a fortfgn eJement to constitute it. 
No really national army can keep up its warlike spirit and 
at the same time prove treacherous to its country. That a 
nation of habit- so military as the French has such fond- 
ness for the army a- t" allow the latter often to interfere 
directly and harmfully in political events is undoubted, 
but between such an influence and the permanent one of a 
constituted military guild, usurping every other power and 
spurning communion with the mass of citizens, there is an 
lmmeuse difference. In France one may always expect to 
see the army play a prominent part in a political crisis, 
but its action" is re-tricted to the vehement expression of a 
popular desire, and not to the reckless fulfilment of wan- 
ton whims of its o» u. France is not exhausted — ha» not 
yet reached the age of its decline — and will not continue for 
ever as it is at present. The principles of the revolution 
hare become a conviction, which is so far from being worn 
out that, on the cout.-ary, it lias gained in vital strength 
and the pressure of present times. However much the 
government may seem surrounded by adherents, we find 
that its trusty followers are both few and without much 
consideration; the thought aud intelligence of the country 
otand aloof from it. 

The question n«w is what will the Emperor do? 
Will be regard General Cav aignac as again his rival, 
and ^^fogate the present Parliament? Limited as 
its power is, there are about it constitutional ele- 
ments charged with future consequences. "It will," 
observes the London Times, "he an obstacle in the 
path of the present Emperor, which, no doubt, be 
will tolerate as long as it does not interfere with his 
popularity or power, but which he will brush aside 
the moment it endeavors to make its weight felt in 
opposition to his will." But would not such a course 
i a terrible catastrophe."

OPINION OF THE ATTORNEY GENERAL. 

Office ok Attorney General, ) 
Frankfort, July 27th, 1857. j" 
D. C. Wickmffe, Esij.: 

Dear Sir: I have received yours of vesterd.iy's 
date, requesting my opinion on several questions 
touching the qualifications of voters. I have hud 
occasion to consider these questions heretofore, and 
will give you, in brief terms, my opinion upon each 
of them. 

L Have the County Courts of this State power to 
naturalize alien-? 

I do not believe they possess such power. My 
reasons for that opinion are contained in a letter 
written in 1855, a copy of which is enclosed here- 
with. 

2. As to the authentication of naturalization pa- 
pers. 

The act of Congress prescribes the manner in 
which the records and judicial proceedings of one 
State shall be certified so as to be evidence in anoth- 
er State. No record from a court of another State 
is evidence in this State, unless it is attested by the 
clerk thereof, with the seal of the court annexed, 
and certified by the Judg^, Chief Justice, or Presi- 
ding Magistrate of the Court to be attested in due 
form. Naturalization papers from another State, 
which do not contain a certificate of the J udge of the 
court from which they purport to emanate, are not 
competent evidence lieforeany tribunnl in this State. 
Papers from the courts in this State do not require 
the certificate of a Judge. 

3. Is the time an alien is sojourning in this State 
to be taken into consideration, in deciding upon his 
right to vote, after he has become naturalized? 

The 8th section of the 2d Articleof the Constitu- 
tion of K< ntucky provides, that "F.very free whitr 
male ctizen, of the age of twenty-one years, who 
has resided in the State two vears, or in the county, 
town, or city, in which he offers to vote, one year 
next preceding the election, shall be a voter;" but 
such voter shall have been, for sixty days next pre- 
ceding the election, a resident of the precinct in 
which he offers to vote, and he shall vote in said 
precinct and not elsewhere." 

The act of Congress prescribes the manner in 
which "any alien being a free white j>erson may be- 
come a citizen of the United States, or any of them." 

I am clearly of opinion that the residence required 
by the Constitution is that of a citizen, and that the 
period during which an alien may be residing here 
ought not to be taken into 'the estimate. "Every 

free white citizen who has resided in the State 

two years, shall l>e a voter;" &c.; clearly 

meaning that during such time he mnst be a citizen 
of the United States, or of a State and, as such, must 
have resided in tho State previous to his voting. A 
citizen is a person who is either native-l>orn, or hag 
been naturalized according to the laws of the Uni- 
ted States. If the Constitution read "that everv 
free white inhabitant or resident, who has resided, 
Ac., and is a citizen at the time he offers to vote 
shall I* a voter," there would be ground for a dif- 
ferent construction. The constitution does not re- 
cognize the residence of an alien as constituting any 
claim to the exercise of political power in this State, 
because, up to the very moment be takes the oath to 
become a citizen, he is the subject of a for- 
eign Prince, owing allegiance to bis govern- 
ment; when, therefore, he takes the final oath, 
and is declared to be a citizen of the United States, 
a few days liefore an election, and presents 
himself as a voter, it cannot be said that he is a cit- 
izen who has resided in the State two years, frc. The 
subject of a foreign power sojourning here for 
pleasure or for profit or for any other purpose, can- 
not be presumed to know or care how the affairs of 
this government are carried ou. When he throws 
off that allegiance, and becomes a citizen of the Uni- 
ted States, his political existence dates from the 
day he takes the oath to support the Constitution of 
the United States, and his residence here while an 
alien ought not to be taken into consideration as as- 
certaining whether he is entitled to vote. Accord- 
ing to my view the qualifications of a voter are: 1st. 
He must be a free whi e mule citizen of the United 
States, or some one of them, of the age of 21 years. 
2d. He must have resided, as such, in the State 
two years, or in the county, town, or city in which 
he offers to vote, one year next preceding the elec- 
tion, and in the precinct sixty days. 3d. And if 
he be foreign born, he must produce his naturaliza- 
tion papers, which, when emanating from the 
courts of another State, must be attested by the 
clerk, under the seal of the court, with the certifi- 
cate of the Judge that the attestation is in due 
form. 

These opinions have Leen entertained by me for 
several years.

B. Payne, Esq., Newport, Ky.: 
Sir: The question upon which you desire my 
opinion, is whether the County Courts in this State, 
as at present organized, have the power to receive 
declarations of aliens, and, on application, to admit 
them to become citizens of the United States? 
By the 3d section of the act of Congress of 1802, 
establish a uniform rule of naturalization, every 
Court of Record in any individual State having 
Common Iaic Jurisdiction and a seal and clerk, or 
prothonotary, has the power to adjudicate and carry 
into effect the provisions of that act and the several 
amendments thereto. 

Each of the County Courts of this State has a 
clerk and a seal, aud is a Court of Record by the 
Statute creating them. Revised Statutes, " 235. 
But are they courts of Common Law Jurisdiction 
within the meaning of the act of Congrese? 

By referring to the Revised Statutes (page 234), 
and the Code of Practice (title 2, section 15 to 20, 
inclusive), it will be seen that the jurisdiction of a 
County Court extends to the fiscal affairs of the 
county, laying and collecting a levy, erecting pub- 
lic buildings and bridges, appointing surveyors of 
public roads, the probate of wills, granting letters 
of administration, the division of lands and slaves, 
assignment of dower, establishment of ferries, cases 
of bastardy, &c. But there is nothing in the law 
that authorises the institution of an action, civil or 
criminal, or the filing of a bill in equity, or vest- 
' ig it with any common law jurisdiction whatever. 

The jurisdiction to try appeals from Justices of 
the Peace, given by the Revised Statutes, is taken 
away by the Code of Practice. So that a County 
Court cannot, in any aspect, be regarded as a 
Court of Common Law Jurisdiction tor the trial 
of cases, civil or criminal, at law or in equity, and 
consequently Is not one of the courts embraced by 
the act of Congress to whom the jurisdiction is 
given to carry into effect the laws relating to the 
naturalization of aliens. 

If my conclusions are right, it follows that certifi- 
cates of naturalization — if any there he — granted 
by County Courts are void. This opinion does not 
ipply to the Jefferson County Court, liecau-e its 
organization is under a special act, different in many 
respects from the general laws concerning County 
Courts.

LETTER FROM JUDGE ROBERTSON. 

Lexington, Noos ok tiik) 
28th July, 1857. j" 

My Dear Sir: The 8th section of the 2d article 
of the Constitution of Kentucky provides that — 
"Every free white citizen of the age of 21 years, 
who has resided in the State two vears or in t!,e 
county, town, or citv in which he offers to vote one 
year next precedin^"the election, shall be a voter. - ' 

According to the grammatical import of that fun- 
d ■ mental provision, a citizen of K -iuucky must, n* 
a Nfbto, reside within the Stale toe prescril>cd peri- 
od liefore he can legally vote in anv of its elections: 
consequently, if a native-born citizen of Kentucky, 
who shall have removed and become domiciled as" a 
citizen of any other State, ^all return to his natil 
home, he cannot vote here untd he shall have re- 
sided here after his return two j ears or one year as 
the case may be. His first residence, even "for fifty 
years and in the character of a native-born citizen, 
will not help to give him any right to suffrage here, 
after he had transferred his allegiance to another 
State by Incoming a citizen of it. 

But the Constitution requires him, though a citi- 
zen, to reside here as a citizen again the prescribed 
time before it will trust him to exercise the elective 
franchise. The Federal Constitution entitles the 
citizens of each State to l*come citizens of every 
other State in our Union. But a citizen of Ohio 
can never, by temporary rcsidem e in Kentucky as 
a citizen of Ohio, acquire a right to vote here. He 
must, by his own election, become, in good faith, a 
citizen of Kentucky, and then must reside here the 
prescribed time afterwards. Such I understand to 
be our Constitution. And can it be reasonable to 
presume that the sum Constitution intended to con- 
fer ou aliens more privileges of citizenship than it 
allows to native-born citizens of our own Common- 
wealth or to the citizens of our sister States? 

A citizen of Kentucky may reside in another 
State — and a citizen of aaother State may reside in 
Kentucky ; and iu neither case will such residence 
confer political right. The letter of our Constitu- 
tion requires the citizen of Kentucky to reside in Ken- 
tucky a certain time before he can vote — and to so 
reside as a citizen, of course. "Every citizen who has 
resided" — means nothing less than that the citizen, 
as such, resided. A person who resided here iu any 
other character cannot say that his residence was 
that of a "citizen who resided. The status of the 
person is connected with the fact of his residence. 
His residence must be that of a citizen. This, in 
my humble opinion, is the literal import of our Con- 
stitution, and 1 think that its spirit and policy con- 
cur with its letter. Its great object in requiring the 
prescribed residence was to secure a probation under 
all the responsibilities and with all the sympathu* re- 
cent and abiding citizenship. 

Aud on this ground alone, were there no other, 1 
would l>e of the opinion that a voter must not only 
be a citizvn of Kentucky when he votes, but he 
must, immediately preceding his vote, have resided 
in Kentucky, as a citizen thereof, the time prescrib- 
ed by the Constitution. Had the Constitution been 
silent as to color, and could a black man become a 
citizen of Kentucky, I could not admit that such a 
man, though born here, could, by residing here as a 
slave, be entitled to vote on account of that resi- 
dence, as soon as, by his emancipation, he l»ecame a 
free man, and, on the hypothesis suggested, a citi- 
zen. In such a case, he "would, when he ottered to 
vote, be a citizen, and would hive resided in Ken- 
tucky, not two years only, but a long lifetime. 

But, in my judgment, the purpose of requiring 
the residence, as well as the citizenship, would be 
mocked by the residence of a slave. And so, in my 
opinion, would it be by any other residence than 
that of a citizen. If, as a secret agent of aboli- 
tionism, a citizen of Ohio should come to Kentucky 
and reside here two years in the execution of his di- 
abolical mission, stUl renuunlng a citizen of Ohto, and 
if he should, for making his work more effectual, or 
even from choice, elect, after such residence, to be 
a citizen of Kentucky, I could not admit that, con- 
sistently with either the letter or object of our Con- 
stitution, he would, the day afterward, though then 
a citizen, be a citizen who had resided here twoyears 
as contemplated and therefore required by the 8th 
section of the 2d article. 

A residence by a native-born infant during his 
minority, may entitle him to vote when he jtr.ans 
his majority." But that residence was in the cba ac 
ter and with all the attachments of citizenship. Th 
infant was all the time a citizen. 

But, I cannot believe that our constitution, in re- 
quiring a prescribed residence, intended that of a 
slave, or au enemv, or a foreigner. It does seem to 
me that the letter would lie perverted and the object 
frustrated if any other residence t>e admitted as suf- 
ficient except that of a citizen in the character and 
under the obligations and privileges of a citizen. 

It is the ef ore my opiniou that a foreigner has no 
constitutional riijht to vote in Kentucky as soon as, 
by the process of naturalization, he is hatched as a 
citizen. I have neither time nor inclination now to 
a gue the question or to do more than give you my 
opinion and a few very general reasons for it. I did 
not receive your letter until about two hours ago, 
nor expect that my opinion would be desired by 
von or bv anv other person. Yours respectfully,

Ijg-The wool clip turns out very large, and bids 
fair to bring a profitable return to the owners. From 
the most reliable information which can be procured 
from persons who have traveled through the wool- 
growing districts of Ohio, the dealers are satisfied 
that the aggregate clip of this year will exceed that 
of 1856 by three millions of pounds. A large part 
if not all of the wool has now passed from the farm- 
er to the merchant, and a considerable portion into 
the hands of the buyers for the New York market 
and eastern manufactories. The prices paid for a 
great portion of the wool crop range from forty to 
fifty cents, and in some of the best districts fifty-five 
and sixty cents hare been paid. Besides the in- 
crease in the number of fleeces, the shearing oc- 
curred a month later this year than last, and the in- 
crease of the growth of wool during this time af- 
fords an increase of eight per cent to the ordinary 
clip. I 

The Straw and Boxset Business.— In Frank- 
lin, Mass., somewhat distinguished for its manufac- 
ture of straw goods for half a century, there have 
been nearly one hundred thousand cases of bonnets 
manufactured within six months. These cases 
probably contained seven millioBtof bonnets, enough 
for one-quarter of the heads, great and small, old 
and young, in the United States. 

About three hundred girls have been employed in 
the shops, while many others, in families, have 
worked at the business. Of course when sudden 
stagnation of the business occurs, as the case has 
been the present season, great losses are the result.

Tin: National Washington Monument. — This 
structure is situated about the middle of the river- 
line of the city, back on a grassy point formed bv 
the river and an inlet jutting eastward into the lai d, 
only a few mis from the aeutre of the original Dis- 
trict of Columbia. It is a hollow stone obelisk, 
built on a solid rock foundation, 81 feet square at 
the base, sunk 8 feet in the ground, and rising 17}-£ 
feet above ground; the obelisk itself being 65 feet 
square at its base on this foundation, designed to 
reach 500 feet clear of the foundation, or 517>£ feet 
above the ground, to bt externally cased with mar- 
ble, internally decorated with various devices, 
HMsi which yvill be interspersed the many en- 
graved blocks contributed from all parts of the 
world, capped with a magnificent glass dome and 
ascended on the inside by spiral stairs. When com- 
pleted, this monument will be the highest artificial 
structure in the world, being 37}* feet higher than 
the Great Pyramid of Egypt, and is estimated by 
scientific men to be capable of enduring thousands 
of years. 

The following are the heights of some of the prin- 
cipal monuments, domes, &c, in the world: St. An- 
toine's column at Rome, 135 feet; principal tower of 
the Smithsonian Institute, 145; Trajan's column at 
. Rome, 145; Napoleon's column at Paris, 150; Wash- 
ington's column at Baltimore, 180; the great obelisk 
at Thebes, 200; Bunker Hill monument at Boston, 
220; column of Delhi, 262; Trinity Church steeple, 
New York, 264; the contemplated new dome of the 
Capitol, 300; dome of St. Paul's Cathedral, Lon- 
don, 320; tower of Manlius, 350; tower of the Ca- 
thedral of Strasbourg, 460; dome of St. Peter's Ca- 
thedral, Rome, 465; great pyramid of Egypt, 480; 
National Washington monument, 517J^. 

Locating Towns — Speculating.— The last Dem- 
ocratic Territorial Legislature of Minnesota charter- 
ed a mammoth land company yvith just such powers 
and privileges as the grasping monopolists desired. 
Gov. Medary approved of the charter, and is said to 
be one of the stockholders. Breslin, the Ohio em- 
bezzling State Treasurer, it is reported, had some 
sixty shares of the stock. The cliartered organiza- 
tion is styled the Dakota Land Company, and it is 
doing a land oiliee business in making towns and 
cities on paper. The Big Sioux is the present thea- 
tre of operations, and a correspondent of the Min- 
nesotian, writing from "Great Oasis City," June 
28th, gives an inkling of the progress of "the "Big 
Sioux Company." 

The first town mentioned is located at Mountain 
Pass, near a large lake; the second is Benton, on 
Benton creek; the third Medary, named after Gov. 
M. It is laid out on the Big Sioux river, and it is 
supposed will be the capital of the Territory when 
Minnesota is divided. The next town was'located 
at the falls of the Sioux, and it is called Sioux Fails 
City. The river falls sixty feet in two hundred 
yards, furnishing an immense water power. The 
next speculative city was laid off at Split Rock 
river, which empties into the Big Sioux ten miles 
from the falls. The writer thinks the site of this 
town is the best in the half dozen located. Next 
is Great Oasis Citv, in Minnesota, about sixty miles 
from the Upper Sioux Agency, and southwest from 
St. Paul. Ihe writer calls that part of the country 
the "garden spot of the world."

Di-ncyuK, July 29.

FOREIGN NEWS— PER ASIA. 
Tin domestic event of the week which has ex-

There was a sufficient dash of the romantic and 
the horrible about the circumstances to arrest pub- 
lic attention, but nothing which previously trans- 
pired g£.ve an inkling of the real features of the 
case, which, in all future time, will place this trial 
and its results amongst the causee selebres of any age 
or country. Although the trial has formed the sub- 
ject of leading articles in most of the newspapers, 
tM do not intend to discuss the question of the guilt 
or innocence of the prisoner, for every reader of or- 
dinary intelligence, after perusing the evidence, will 
arrive, we think, at the conclusion that the ver- 
dict, under all the circumstances that came before 
the court, was the only one that could be given — 
"not guilty'' on the first count, which charged her 
with administering arsenic to the deceased, prior to 
the 20th of February last, and "not proven" on the 
■subsequent counts, which charged her with the same 
crime on the 2*2d or 23d of February, and on the IN 
or 23d of March. 

The proceedings in Parliament this week, although 
not without interest, have presented nothing strik- 
ing; and symptoms are already apparent of bringing 
the session to as speedy a close as possible. 

The election committees have this week come to 
several decisions, the majority of them in favor of 
the members petitioned against. In the case of Ox- 
ford , the machinery for bribery and treating was too 
open and avowed to escape condemnation, and, ac- 
cordingly - . Mr. Neate has been unseated as a penal- 
tv for the indiscretion of his friends. 
" But the most remarkable case which has occurred 
during the session relative to election |>etitions, is 
that of Pontefract, a borough which has al- 
ways been more or less remarkable for electoral 
corruption. In this instance, the late member, Mr. 
Oliveira, petitioned against the present member, Mr. 
William Wood, and by his own evidence and that of 
his wife proved that in 1852 the sum of £3,000 was 
given to Mr. Wood, who, it seems, is an attorney, a 
large portion of which he spent in bribing the voters; 
ana when a petition was presented against the re- 
turn, Mrs. Oliveira procured the same to be with- 
drawn on the pavment of another sum of £2,000, 
and, in addition to these heavy disbursements, Mr. 
Oliveira sent down to Pontefract £1,250 for the pay- 
ment of some outstanding claims relative to the 
election. His seat thus cost him £6,250. 

France. — The news of the week ceutirs in the at- 
tempt to get up a general insurrection in Italy, which 
was also to have included France. According to 
the version given in the Russian organ, published in 
Brussels, an attempt was to have been made on the 
life of Louis Napoleon, contemporaneous with the 
explosion in Italy, and both events were to have 
preceded the elections in France, under the influence 
at which, it was believed, the public mind would 
be greatly excited in favor of democratic changes. 
The time was advisedly chosen to give to the revo- 
lutionary movement the greatest possible intensity. 
The conspiracy to carry out the scheme appears to 
have been first discovered in Paris, in consequence 
of which several arrests were made, and the French 
Government, it is said, informed the Cabinet of 
Turin of what was going on, with a view to precau- 
tion and vigilance, but little attention seems to have 
been paid to the warning. 

In Italy the movement was chiefly directed 
against the King of Naples and the Pope. At Ge- 
noa the proceedings were not ?o much leveled 
against the Piedmontese Government as to get pos- 
session of some ships of war in the harbor, to sail 
with these vessels to Naples, to fire the shipping 
there, attack the arsenal, burn the palace, and af- 
ford to the numerous sympathizers in the Neapoli- 
tan arm y the opportunity of aiding the conspirators. 
The lat ter, it is said, had abundance of money and 
arms. It is added that Mazzini was lately in Paris 
perfec ting these arrangements, and still more re- 
cently in Genoa. At the latter place he found he 
had be en grossly deceived as to the amount of sup- 
port on which he could depend, and left it abruptly. 
The whole affair seems to have been wildlv and 
recklessly planned, and, as in all such cases, the re- 
sult is a failure, with a further aggravation of the 
ills of the people it was intended to serve. 

The government paper Pays says that the move- 
ment in Italv was the result* of a vast conspiracy, 
which would have l>een felt beyond the boundaries 
of the Italian peninsula. A clue to it was in the 
hands of the rrench government for the last fort- 
night, and it was at Paris itself that this vast con- 
juration which has ramifications even as far as Spain, 
was to have broken out. Several accomplices of 
Mazzini have been arrested in France, and the trials 
about to take place in Paris will enlighten public 
opinion as to the enormity of the danger from which 
hurope has just escaped. 

The Paris correspondent of the Times, in a letter 
dated Wednesday evening the 8th, says: "Public 
opinion seems now pretty well fixed on one point, 
namely, that the elections have been unfavorable to 
the government. The ministers, to whom the pub- 
lic voice ascribes this result, have, it seems, dis- 
covered that uuivers.d aiiftiage is a vicious institu- 
tion, and a dangerous instrument of government; 
and perhaps they contemplate modification. 

I doubt whether the opinions of some of his ad- 
visers on this point are shared by the Emperor. He 
it certainly surprised and pained at the result of the 
elections of Paris and of some of the leading cities; 
but he does not believe that a bad feeling has arisen 
•►etween himself and the nation at large. He be- 
lieves, on the contrary, that between him and the 
masses there are many points of contact and affini- 
ty, and he has still means at his disposal of prevent- 
ing the effect from the moment he is made acquaint- 
ed with the cause. The popularity of the Emperor 
may in some degree i>e weakened 'by the imprudent 
conduct of those under him, but it is" still great. It 
is an edifice in which the faults of high functiona- 
T^ess may liave caused breaches; it has not vet been 
sewMisly damaged, but the sooner these breaches 
are -repaired the better. 

Many of the elections have been irregular in the 
extreme; in the department of the Rhone, for in- 
ttaace, it is affirmed that in certain communes there 
were actually more voters than registered electors, 
and that in others the whole of the registered elec 
' n are counted as having voted, though it is alleg- 
ed that at least half of them abstained altogether 
.frnnt taking part in the ballot. On the whole, the 
Vnipression on the public mind is far from favorable; 
men who desire order and stability are far from be- 
ing at ease, and the Democratic party does not con- 
ceal its exultation. 

We are informed that, on the 7th, six persons 
were arrested at Boulogne, on a charge of having 
used election tickets deficient in the requisite legal ] 
formalities. The printer of the tickets was among ! 
the number of the persons seized. Upwards of 
two h 1*1 d red votes were tendered for Carnot at 
Boulogne. 

Xaplet.— The official journal announces that the 
bands of insurgents who disembarked at Capri had 
been attacked at Padula, by the Civic Guards and 
the 7 th battalion of Chesseurs. 100 of the insurgents 
were killed in this encounter, and 30 wounded. The 
greater part of those who escaped have since been 
arrested. Calabria is quiet. 
A letter, dated Naples, July 2, says: 
Intelligence of the late movement was first re- 
ceived in Naples on Sunday night at half-past eleven 
o'clock, by telegraphic dispatches from Gaeta. Manv 
<ei the officers and others employes were in the thea- 
ter, «o that the whole city was thrown into a state 
of immense disquiteude. The rappel was beaten in 
the arsenal, and all hands set to work. 

Directions have been given to put the whole naval 
force in a course of preparation, so that there can 
be little doubt but that the movement is of a most 
serious character. South of Torraca no exact infor- 
mation can have been received, as the electric tele- 
graph had been cut at that point, but a movement is 
spoken of at Leece; another at Reggio, where, it is 
added, the intendente had been killed. Certain 
points' in Calabria are disturbed; and Bascilicata is 



leen ef- 



fected in Cirelli, and an attempt in the Adriatic was 
feared, as the government had given corresponding 
orders to the above named steamers. Whilst such 
is the disturbed state of the country, the Neapolitan 
army cannot be depimded uppn, and the Swiss have 
manifested some indisposition to be scattered and 
separated. A desertion in the 1st regiment of dra- 
goons is much spoken of— slight, in point of fact — 
but very widely extended as far as intentions went. 
The revelations of an accomplice, however, very 
much reduced the evil. Amongst the names men- 
tioned were those (if many whose family traditions 
were almost exclusively military. You wPl be pre- 
pircd to believe that the most intense anxiety ex- 
ists here to know the result of the movement, which 
by some is called a filibustering effort, and by oth- 
ers is spoken of as having l>een suppressed by the 
gens d'armes and the urban guard. 

Spam. — The Paris 1\.\ I sa\ n "We yesterday an- 
nounced that troubles, promptly repressed, had bro- 
ken out in the south of Spain. We believe the fact 
to be that a band of twenty-five men stationed in 
the defiles of Sierra Morena (Andalusia) stopped 
the mail and burned all the letters. But this band 
was energetically pursued, and nothing more is to 
be apprehended in that quarter. It appears, how- 
ever, that seditious pamphlets against the Queen are 
circulating privately." 

Etjypt. — A letter from Alexandria, in the Osserva- 
tore of Trieste, states that the Governor General of 
Sennaar and Soudan, Rachel Bey, had fallen a vic- 
tim to popular fury. He was the first Christian ap- 
pointed to such high functions in Egypt, and was 
distinguished for his energy and prudence.

The Poisoning Cask in Scotland.— The Lon- 
don correspondent of the New York Commercial 
writes by the last steamer as follows: 

The extraordiuary trial in Edinburg of Miss Made- 
leine Smith, for the murder of her French suitor, 
L'Angelier, concluded yesterday wit'i a verdict of 
"Not proven." It had continued eight days, 
throughout the whole of whic h she maiutained the 
utmost coolness. As far as opinion is concerned it 
is as unfavorable as ever, but one and the principal 
link in the evidence was wanting, and of this she 
had the benefit. Although L'Angelier was proved 
to have spoken of his appointment with her, und to 
have been in the neighborhood of the house on the 
night when the last fatal dose of arsenic was ad- 
minhtered, the fact that an interview had really 
taken place could not be shown. With this excep- 
tion, nothing could have been more coherent titan 
the whole case. The Judge, however, of course 
told the jury that unless they were satisfied beyond 
reasonable doubt, thev could not pronounce a verdict 
of guilty; and as in Scotland unanimity is not neces- 
sary, a majority being sufficient, no one was sur- 
prised at the verdict. She will doubtless now be 
removed by her family, and never heard of more, 
unless her immoral tendencies, which, apart from 
the murder question, were sufficiently- exemplified 
by the evidence just published, should bring her 
again into the hands of the.
